THE CHRISTIAN'’S PLACE IN 
THE LIFE OF HIS NATION 
(Temperance Lesson) 
LESSON TEXT: Matt. 5:18-16, 43-48; 

I Peter 2:13-17 

GOLDEN TEXT: Blessed is the nation 
whose God is the Lord,—Psalm 33:12. 

Men mate up nations. Human be- 
ings in a lend like ours determine 
by their interests and attitudes the 
direction in which the entire social 
order moves. That in turn deter- 
mines what kind of government we 
have, 

If the totalitarian philosophies 
have colored our thinking and 
caused us to forget the importance 
of the individual in the life of our 
nation, let us turn at once to the 
right view 

Particularly important is the bear- 
ing which individual Christians can 
and should have on our national life. 
We have tended to draw back and 
fail to use the power and position 
which we have by God's grace. 

Nowhere does that show more 
than in our failure (perhaps one 
should say shameful failurei) to 
bring Christian principles to bear 
upon the appalling liquor problem, 
This is temperance Sunday, Do not 
fail to stress that phase of Christian 
citizenship today. 

How should Christians make their 
influence felt in the nation? By be- 
ing what they ought to be and con- 
tributing to its life. Note these 
things in our lesson—the Christian 
gives: 


I, Salt (Matt. 5:13). 


We are the salt of the earth, and 
the pungent savor of Christ is to be 
evident in us as we touch life round 
about us—in the church, in the 
home, and in the nation. 

True salt is antiseptic and purify- 
ing. It fights corruption wherever 
it is found. How effective the spir- 
itually salty Christian and church 
should be against the corrupt polit- 
ical system, the liquor industry, vice 
and sin of all kinds. Have we lost 
our savor (vy. 13)? 


II, Light (Matt. 5:14-16). 


A light is intended to give illumi- 
nation to all round about it. It al- 
ways does unless someone hides it 
under a cover, and then it becomes 
not only useless but dangerous. 


A life lighted by faith in Christ 
will shine to the very ends of the 
earth and, as a missionary once 
siid, ‘The light that shines farthest 
shines brightest at home.”’ 


We are the light of the world, but 
if we cover our light we deny the 
very essence of our natures. Here 
is no thought of proud or selfish dis- 
play. Light does not shout about 
itsoaf, it just shines. 

Who will deny that there is need 
of some real spiritual light in some 
of the dark corners of our national 
life? Who is to shine in such places 
but you and me, fellow-believer? 


Then, too, let us not forget that 
God has sent us out to light other 
Tights. We can best serve our na- 
tion, and best meet the challenge 
of liquor by turning men to Christ. 


That doesn’t mean that we should 
neglect other ‘‘good works,” but it 
is well to keep ‘‘first things first.” 


Il, Love (Matt. 5:43-48). 


“Love your enemies” (vy. 44); that 
is the standard which Christ has 
established for His followers. While 
the love one has for the brethren is 
without doubt a more intimate re- 
lationship than the love one may 
have for an enemy, we must not 
seek to minimize the real love we 
should have even for those who 
curse and revile us. 

It is to move us so deeply that we 
not only treat them kindly, but also 
pray for them. Humanly speaking 
such a thing is impossible, but in 
Christ it is not only possible, it has 
actually been demonstrated in life 

It is so easy for Christians to 
speak with derision that borders on 
hatred about ‘‘the devil's gang,’’ and 
to lose all love for the crowd that 
hangs around the tavern and the 
gambling house, Let us hate their 
sin, but may God help us to show 
that we really love them. 

Love will do more to reach the 
world for Christ, and more to direct 
our national life into right channels 
than any other influence we can 
bring to bear. Let us do all we can, 
but let us do it adl in love, 


IV. Loyalty (I Pet. 2:13-17). 


The loyalty of the Christian to 
right authority should be glad and 
free, not by necessity or by co- 
ercion, 

The believer will see in all men 
the image of God and will honor 
them even though he may not be 
able to respect or approve their way 
of life. The dignity and position of 
the individual is always recognized 
by Christianity. 

The brotherhood of true believers 
should call forth a peculiar love. We 
need to renew that brotherly affec- 
tion between believers. 

Fear of God, that is, the desire to 
do His blessed will, shows itself in 
the best kind of citizenship. Govern- 
ment would serve itself well if it 
encouraged every effort to win ts 
citizens to Christ,

ON LIVESTOCK 


Every farmer in the coun- 
ty should check his livestock 
at least twice a month for 
external parasites. ‘These 
parasites make the lives of 
the animals miserable and 
cause them to lose weight 
during the winter months 
when their upkeep is most 
expensive. 

CATTLE LICE: There are 
four kinds of lice that infest 
cattle, says J. R. Speed, 
county agent. These lice can 
be controlled effectively or 
completely eliminated by 
one thorough spraying in 
the fall or early winter. Use 
a one per cent DDT suspen- 
sion in water, made by mix- 
ing one pound of Dupont 
Deenate 50 w (or similar 
product) with 61% gallons 
of water. A power spray is 
most effective, but a knap- 
sack sprayer can be used if 
care is taken to wet the en- 
tire animal. 

HOG LICE can be con- 
trolled by painting or spray- 
ing the hogs with two- 
tenths of one per cent DDT 
in Diesel oil. (This is the 
only time that DDT in oil 
should be used on livestock 
and must be a very weak so- 
lution.) 

Make solution by. mixing 
one pound Deenate 50 w 
with 3144 gallons of Diesel 
oil. Also use this to spray 
areas where hogs frequent. 
Spraying hogs with a one 
per cent DDT suspension in 
water as recommended for 
cattle lice will control the 
hog lice. 

Caution: (1) Don’t let 
sprayed animals wade into 
fish ponds, DDT is very poi- 
sonous to fish. (2) Don’t put 
any DDT on cats and very 
little on your dogs—they 
may lick enough to kill 
them. (3) Do not put DDT 
in oil on any livestock but 
hogs; then only 2-10 per 
cent of one per cent. (4) Do 
not use material not plainly 
stating per cent of DDT it 
contains. 
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POULTRY 


Farmers shold produce 
poultry on their farms for 
home needs. Many produce 
a surplus which they mar- 
ket for additional income. 

All farmers shoull be 
careful in buying chicks or 
hatching eggs. Buy only 
chicks or eggs which have 
been certified by the Nation- 
al Poultry Improvement 
Plan. The Alabama Poultry 
Law is for your protection. 
It reads as follows: All baby 
chicks, hatching eggs and 
turkey poults shipped or 
otherwise brought into Ala- 
bama must be accompanied 
bya certificate giving breed, 
variety and per cent pollo- 
rum in the flocks from which 
they were produced. This 
certificate must be signed by 
an official with the Live- 
stock Sanitary Board or an 
official with the National 
Poultry Improvement Plan 
in the state from which the 
chicks, hatching eggs or! 
poults were shipped.

CORN WEEVILS 


Corn weevils probably eat 
as much corn in Coffee coun- 
ty and in Alabama as live- 
stock and poultry combined. 
If the crib is not tight, pack 
the cracks with paper, card 
board or building paper. It 
must be reasonably tight for 
successful treatment with 
high life or carbondisul- 
phide (chemical name). Af- 
ter the corn is in the crib, 
place a number of pie plates 
or other shallow containers 
aver the top of the corn. 
Pour the high life into the 
containers and close the erib 
tightly. The solution will 
evaporate and _ penetrate 
downward through the corn 
and kill the weevils. Use one 
gallon of commercial high 
life for each 1,000 cubic feet 
of space in the crib. 

High life is highly explo- 
sive and is very dangerous 
in the presence of fire. Do 
not go near the _ building 
with a lighted cigarette, ci- 
gar or pipe: Keep the erib 
closed for 48 hours, then 
open*up and air out before 
entering. Do not stall or pen 
stock near crib during treat- 
ment.

Aboard the Destroyer 
Gainard off Japan (Delay- 
ed)— Jack Vaughan, cox- 
swain, USNR, Elba, Ala., 
took part in the evacuation 
of prisoners of war from Ja- 
pan in the weeks following 
the end of hostilities, while 
serving aboard this ship. 

The assignment for the 
Gainard marked the climax 
of a short but hectie career 
in the Pacifie that won her 
the name ‘Lucky Gainard.” 
She had her most narrow es- 
capes at Okinawa, where 
she moved in with a trans- 
port group for the initial 
landings. During the _ first 
two days of the landings, 
she was under air attack 
twice, and exploded two en- 
emy mines without suffering 
damage. 

After two weeks, when 
{troops had been established 
on the island, the Gainard 
was assigned to the ‘picket 
line,’ whose mission was to

During this time, three 
Jap torpedoes exploded near 
the destroyer without dam- 
age.
